of Catawisaa, arrived in Bedford Mon- 
day evening and were accorded a warm 
welcome by the members of St. John's 
Reformed church, who have called E :v. 
Apple to minister unto them. ilr. Ap- 
ple was born in Hamburg, Berks ecun- 
ty. He was educated at Fraiiklin and 
Marshall college, Lancaster, graduat- 
ing in 1878. He taught Natural Sci- 
ences iu the Palatinate college, Mey- 
erstown, for threa years. In 1883 he 
entered the ministry, hia first charge 
being in Friend's Cove, this county. 
During his pastorate there the ''Brick" 
church was built and other improve- 
ments were made; organs were intro- 
duced and the music of the choirs was 
greatly improved through the efforts 
of Mrs. Apple, who taught music in 
Eainsburg and other parts of the Cove. 
In 1889 Kev. Apple went to Washing- 
ton, JJ. C., to take charge of Grace 
Mission, where President Koosevelt 
worships. While he had charge of this 
Capital City church a new parsonage 
was erected, the chapel improved and 
the membership materially increased 
When he took up the work there the 
congregation was small and contem- 
plated abandoning the mission; but 
Eev. Apple inspired such a degree of 
confidence in the people that they en- 
tered upon the work with renewed 
zeal and established a foundation upon 
which a magnificent structure has been 
erected.

several occasions the writer saw sev 
eral hundred men and boys "spectators 
at the races"—stampeded by an officer 
of the la'w who broke ever fences and 
came through fields—and the horses 
were spirited away on a double quick, 
to evade capture, Sue, etc. 


The contributor of this letter, with 


a young man who came from a far dis- 
tant land, met his bride, a charming 
young Bedford girl, and an intimate 
lady friend of the bride, in the "wee 
sma" hours of night on those roman- 
tic grounds and he proudly carried 
her oft a captive to his sunny home in 
the south.

cently Congressman Hitt, chairman of 
the public service committee on for- 
eign affair?, indorsed President Eoose- 
velt's prompt recognition of the Pana- 
ma government, stating that the action 
of the L'nited States was strictly cor- 
rect. The Tteiujnl-Heralil'i 
representa- 


tive asked Mr. Hitt the following ques- 
tion: "But what if in I860 England 
had sent a fleet into Charleston harbor 
and notified the United States govern- 
ment that it would not be permitted to 
assemble forces there to put down the 
rebellion?'' 


Mr. Hitt replied: "An. you forget 


that England bad no treaty, not only 
giving her the right to maintain the 
peace in Charleston, but requiring her 
to do so whether she wanted to or not. 
That was the case at Panama. The 
United States bad a duty to perform 
to which it had pledged its honor. It 


ia only discharsinj? that duty now." 


In discussing this statement oi Mr. 


Hitt the Commoner says: "Mr. Hitt mis- 
interprets a very important part of the 
treaty betwsi-a the United States and 


Colombia. There was bitter protest in 
the United States when England recog- 
nized the belligerency of the southern 
states; and jet there are statesmen 
today who justify England's course on 
that occasion. If, however, England 
had been under treaty agreement with 
this government and solemnly pledged 
to protect the sovereignty of the Union, 
those who at this time seek to justify 
England's course would have small 
ground to stand upon. 


"Mr. Hitt forgets that our treaty 


agreement wi'.h Colombia was not sim- 
ply to maintain the peace. We solemn- 
ly promised to protect and defend Co- 
lombia's soversigTity in Panama and 
we have deliberately and wantonly 
violated that pledge. Under the terms 


of the treaty of 1840, the United States 
did have a duty to perform. 
Their 


honor, it is true, was pledged. 
They 


have ignored the duty. They have re- 
pudiated the solemn pledge they made; 
and it is with bad grace, indeed, that 
those who justify 
Mr. 
Eoosevelt's 


course on the ground of expediency 
refer to the 'honor' of this government 
in connection with the Panama affair.''
